CAMROSE ENDS 
TROUBLE WITH 
WINTER ROADS)

CAMROSE, Alta—The problem of 
keeping open winter roads leading 
into the town of Camrose, appears to 
luave been solved. The report of E. 
V. Kerr, chairman of the Good Roads 
committee of the Camrose board of 
trade for the past year, presented at 
the annual meeting of that organiza- 
tion, outlined the method by which 
success in maintaitfhg winter roads 
had been attained, 

Businese jmen and farmers both 
agree as to the desirability of keep- 
ing roads Open for automobile traitfic 
during the period when the snow is 
upon the ground, But conditions are 
such that the undertaking presents 
several difficulties, Mechanical snow. 
removal equipment of different types 
is being offered by these were found 
to Be either inadequate to do the work 
or too costly for the average muni- 
cipality. After consideration had 
been given to several types of snow 
plows, it was decided to have a plow 
built locally according to determined 
specifications. The plow so built 
had a 16foot blade and was propelled 
by a 15-30 tractor. The total cost of 
the plow was less than $150.00. 

At the annual meeting of the board 
of trade it was determined that a 
Camrose good roads association should 
be organized and the work heretofore 
undertaken by the good roads com- 
mittee of the board of trade will be 
taken over by the new organization 
as soon as it 1s fully formed in a 
short time,

domestic employment. The objects of 
the committees were to have in view, 
were and still are the welcoming of 
newcomers, more especially married 
women and their families and girls 
coming here to take up domestic 
work, or for other reasons. ‘The 
Committee does not try to induce 
people to come to Canada, and does 
uot undertake propaganda work for 
this purpose. The Committee does 
not ask organizations to undertake 
any financial responsibility for these 
people, What they do want is that 


so far as it lies in the power of your 
local committee, no woman will come 
into your district and be lef; to her- 
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self so that she is very lonely and& 
homesick, and therefore cannot in 
such an atmosphere make a good 
settler encourage those 
around her to be contented and happy 
and to make the best of things until 
they have been enabled to adapt 
surroundings and 


herself or 


themselves to new 
conditions, 

In the working out of the objects 
of the Provincial and district commit- 
tees, we have pot been disappointed. 
In some cases gardens have jbeen 
plantd before arrival of newcomers 
homes have been cleaned, hampers of 
food prepared, and many other things 
done of a practical nature. The people 
have been met at the station, and in 
some cases taken to a future neigh- 
bour’s home until things could be ar- 
ranged. In other cases fires have been 
lighted, and some temporary provi- 
vision made for the comfort of those 
being worked for. Helps of various 
kinds too numerous to mention, have 
been generously offered. In a good 
many cases neighbours have taught 
the women to bake bread, to can fruit 
and vegetables, to adapt themselves 


to new methods and usages which 
have been found practical in their 
district, 


I cannot close this statement in any 
more appropriate words that the 
quotation from “Death Comes for the 
Archbishop.” by Willa Cather, as they 
express the spirit that we are all en- 
deavoring to foster. 

“Where there is great love there 
are always miracles,” he said at 
great length. “One might almost say 
that an apparition is human vision 
corrected by divine love. I do not 
See you as you really are, Joseph; I 
see you through my affection for you. 
The Miracles of the Church seem to 
me to rest not so much upon faces or 
voices or healing power coming sud- 
denly near to us from afar off, but 
upon our perceptions being made 
finer, so that for a moment our eyes 
can see and our ears can hear what 
is there about us always.”

THE COST OF 
TAR SAND 
SURFACING 


following interesting article on road 
building: 

Recently at the annual convention 
of the United Farmers of Alberta, in 
Calgary, the Minister of Public Works} 
Hon, O,. L. McPherson, when speak- 
ing on the subject of better roads, 
told his audience that surfacing of 
Alberta highways with tar sands from 
Fort McMurray was ou; of the ques- 
tion for many years to come, primar- 
ily due to the high cost of such work. 
He quoted a figure of $20,000 a mile 
for the surfacing with native asphaltic 
material, 

Exception to such a statement is 
quite naturally taken by residents of 
Fort McMurray, where sufficient tar 
sand deposits are available to coat the 
entire province with a substantial 
layer of hard surfaceing. Walter H. 
Hill,secretary of the board of trade 
at McMurray, in a letter of protest 
against the attitude of the Alberta 
Government as expressed by Mr. Mc- 
‘Pherson, maintains that proven figures 
show that tar sand surfacing can be 
Jaid, and well laid, at a price of $1.04 
per square yard, or jess than $10,000 
per mile on a road 16 feet in width. 

The controversy is not by any means 
confined to Mr, McPherson and Mr. 
Hill. Practically all the better roads 
advocates in ithe province are con. 
cerned in the matter, For many years 
much hopeful stress has been placed 
by Albertans on the asphaltic deposits 
of the north, and experiments have 
been conducted along many lines to 
establish the worth of this material 
as the ultimate solution of the road 
surfacing problem in the province.
